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$3.9 Million Toll Plaza Gets Nod 


A new $3.900.000 toll plaza 
which 
would 
provide 12 toll 
lanes in each direction, was 
given preliminary approval to­ 
day by the Golden Gate Bridge 
and Highwây District board. 
Directors approved a split 
toll plaza which would place the 
administration 
building 
be­ 
neath 
the north 
and south­ 
bound lanes. Northbound traf­ 
fic would use the present 12 
lanes, remodeled so that all col­ 


lection booths would be on the j 
driver’s side. Southbound mo- ; 
torists would pay in 12 new 
booths i o be constructed west 
of the administration building. 
The plan was selected from 
four presented 
yesterday to 
the building 
and 
operating 
committee. Other plans would 
have moved the toll plaza far­ 
ther south and eliminated eith­ 
er the administration building 
or the roundhouse restaurant. 


Under the approved 
plan, 
both 
buildings 
would be re­ 
tained but the garage and pow­ 
erhouse buildings 
would be 
moved. They would be placed 
at a lower level on the east 
side of the toll plaza. . 
Provision is made for direct­ 
ing the 12 toll lanes in either 
direction into four lanes on the 
bridge itself during rush hours. 
The directors took first steps 
in providing for four-lane traf- 


fic in one direction by author­ 
izing a test of traffic control 
devices across the bridge, sim­ 
ilar to those now in use at the 
toll plaza approach. 
Director 
Daniel del Carlo, 
chairman of the building and 
operating committee, ^vas au­ 
thorized to go east to study 
types of dividers in use on oth­ 
er bridges. 
The directors called this a 
temporary solution to the rush- 


I hour bottleneck until* they can 
construct traffic control arches 
which would direct the flow by 
lights. Installation of the arch­ 
es is not expected until after 
the toll plaza is expanded and 
the bottleneck on the San Fran­ 
cisco approach eliminated. 
Directors were told that bids 
have been advertised for the 
$2,400.000 widening of the Ma­ 
rin end of the bridge, to be

firehouse, 
park, playground and swim­ 
ming pool on a lO^-acre site 
at Miller Creek and Lucas Val­ 
ley Roads. 


Cost of the bonds, estimated 
by Donaldson at 7 per cent in­ 
terest, would be in the neigh­ 
borhood of $25 per year per 
family. 
T h e 
estimate, 
Donaldson 
said, was probably high. He 
said the bonds might go at 
around 3*4 to 4 per cent inter­ 
est. “It is not possible to de­ 
termine the exact cost until 
after the sale of bonds," he 
said. Seven per cent is the 
maximum interest permitted 
by law. 
Total cost of the issue, at 
the maximum 7 per cent over 
30 years, would be $928,628, 
Donaldson estimated.

They spoke from a dark cor­ 
ridor, a wooden screen separat­ 
ing the audience, which was 
silent except for applause after 
each youth spoke. 
A n o t h e r 
gang leader, 
“Frank,” 19, said the gangs 
have too much idle time, 
i 
“We go out at night and 
scrape up enough change to 
get a little drunk because 


there’s nothing to do,” the boy­ 
ish voice said. 
“Lack of firmness when we 
were young got us into trouble 
—and now it’s too late.” 
George, 18, stepped to the 
screen. 
“What’s our problem?” asked 
the deep vpice. “ Simple. We 
want to be wanted, to be loved. 
When ye don’t get it at home, 
we get it from the gang.” 
Members of the three white 
gangs silently stood around the 
perimeter of the racially mixed 
crowd. 
“Why, they look just like 
normal boys,” one woman mur­ 
mured. 
One gang member talked 
freely with a reporter. 
“ I was in my senior year of 
high school and got arrested,” 
he said. “Then nobody would 
have anything to do with me. 
Now the Air Force has accepted 
me and I’m happy.” 
When asked his name, the 
dark-haired youth replied ston­ 
ily. “What’s a name?” 
Then he held up a thin arm 
and displayed a pair of tattooes. 
One said “Mother.” Below it 
was his name, “Hunk.”

label). 
Whv not. for example, one 
group called SAMIFUND (Stu­ 
dents, Artists and Miscella­ 
neous Intellectuals for Uni­ 
lateral Nuclear Disarmament) 
and the other (the composi­ 
tion of which needs no ex­ 
planation) CAPLENT (Com­ 
mittee 
Against 
Provocation 
Leading to Excusable Nuclear 
Testing). 
Besides livening up the edi­ 
torial and news pages (can’t 
you already see a picture of 
several 
dozen 
SAMIFUNDS 
lying on a road in front of a

base), this division 
and re-identification will serve 
another important function:

WASHINGTON W — The 
meeting of the 25 so-called 
neutral nations — they call 
themselves nonaligned — w as 
more 
than 
just 
nonsensa- 
tional. It w'as a mixture of 
power, lack of power, and 
hypocrisy. 


These 25 nations represent­ 
ed at the Belgrade meeting 
have a total population of 740 
million people. So they do 
represent to some extent a 
broad section of world opin­ 
ion when they denounce the 
West for colonialism or the 
remnants of it. 


In this sense they have 
moral force. 


BUT IT WAS hypocritical 
for them not to denounce Rus­ 
sia and Red China' for the 
same offense. They spent no 
time complaining about the 
bondage in which Russia holds 
the 
European 
satellites 
or 
China the Tibetans. 


Speaker after speaker ex­ 
pressed shock at the Russian 
decision to resume nuclear 
testing. But this was where 
their basic ineffectiveness as 
a group showed through — 
their fear of war between the 
United States and Russia and 
their inability to do anything 
about it except urge both 
sides not to start it. 


They had a wretched time 
even trying to*agree on a final 
resolution 
expressing 
t h e 
wishes of the 25. In short, at 
this time the 25 have a tough 
time agreeing among them­ 
selves. 


THIS GROUP, anti-colonial, 
is all for self-determination 
of peoples. This is where the 
hypocrisy was at its worst 
when kings and princes sat 
shoulder 
to 
shoulder with 
revolutionaries. 
In this group were leaders 
who, in dealing with their 
own people at home, used dic­ 
tatorship or worse. For in­ 
stance: Ethiopia. Ghana, Saudi 
Arabia. Yugoslavia. 
In Yugoslavia, ot course, it 
is the Communist party, un­ 
der 
President 
Tito, 
which 
dominates and permits no op­ 
position. 
But the kingdoms of Ethi­ 
opia and Saudi Arabia are so 
far from permitting freedom 
or self-determination for their 
own people that they are truly 


medieval 
in 
their 
special 
brands of tyranny. 
Ghana, 
under 
President 
Nkrumah. 
uses 
police-state 
methods to keep the people 
in line. 
It was India's Prime Minis­ 
ter Nehru who acknowledged 
the inability of the nonalign­ 
ed to do more than urge. He 
said “we cannot order about 
great countries, or even small 
ones. But let us use our moral 
strength rightly—” 


THE BELGRADE meeting 
was all for disarmament. But 
if that is ever achieved it will 
hardly be the result of pres­ 
sure from the 
25 
nations 
which got together this week. 
It will be the result of a 
decision by the United States 
and Russia that if they don’t 
disarm they’ll wind up annihi­ 
lating each other. 
It is possible that in years 
to come the ranks of the 25 
nonaligned nations will grow, 
that they'll have more in com­ 
mon than they do now, and 
that they will be able to re­ 
place some of their present 
selfishness. 
But at this moment such a 
meeting is hardly more than 
a convenient forum for some 
individual leaders to sound a 
little nobler in theory than 
they are in practice.

Uncontrolled Monster, Fire, Eats 


Countryside, Crimsons Smoky Sky 


A trip Saturday into the 
High Sierra brought us into 
the downwind path of many 
of the fires that plagued the 
state. 
We headed east along Sui- 
sun Bay and ran into a wall 
of smoke from the fires in So­ 
noma and Napa counties. Los 
Angeles with its worst smog 
was never any grayer than 
the air there. The sun became 
a sickly yellow disc, casting 
faint shadows through the 
smoke. The acrid smoke ate 
into the linings of our noses 
and throats. 
We went across the rich 
delta area and central valley 
into the Mother Lode coun­ 
try. Here too, fires were roar­ 
ing out of control, fanned by 
the high wind. 
Here the 
smoke became 
blacker as pitch-soaked brush 
and timber burned. 


THE WIND WAS blowing 
such a gale that it was hard 
to stand against it. One shud­ 
dered to think how it would 
fan the flames. Or one admir­ 
ed the guts of the firemen 
who fought against the raging 
infernos with little or no hope 
of stopping them in the driv­ 
ing wind. 
At night, higher in the 
mountains, we looked back at 
the three fires burning in the 
Mother Lode country below' 
us. The fire made red lines 
on the horizon and colored 
the smoke-filled sky with a 
crimson shade. It was awful 
to see that uncontrolled mon­ 
ster eating away at the beau­ 
tiful country we had just gone 
through. 
THE NEXT DAY. although 
the wind died down, smoke 
came drifting up the valleys 
into the High Sierra. The 
beautiful scenes of the high 
country were lost to view 
within a matter of a couple 
of hours. 
The dying wind made it pos­ 
sible for the wearied / fire 
fighters to ring the blazes 
with fire trails. N o r m a l c y 
gradually returned to fire- 
blackened Northern Califor­ 
nia. 
What of the after effects? 
The loss in a few hours of 
uncontrolled fires is stagger­ 


ing. There is the loss of grass 
for pasture and the loss of 
brush ynd protective covering 
on the top soil on the hills. 
There is a great loss of tim­ 
ber also. 
How can anyone figure the 
loss of livestock and wild ani­ 
mals? It will be years before 
the devastated areas support 
the same amount of game. It 
takes years for hunting to re­ 
turn to normal after a fire. 


WHAT OF THE 
human 
loss? Farmers and ranchers 
have spent entire lifetimes in 
c l e a r i n g and developing 
farms. Maybe the house that 
burned was not as valuable 
as some in the cities, but it 
probably represented a life­ 
time of work and saving on 
the part of the owner. It was 
his home and nrobablv con­ 
tained most of his worldly 
possessions. 
Personal possessions, too, 
can not be counted. 
As all of the unpublished 
works of Joaquin Miller and 
other writers w*ere lost in the 
big San Francisco fire, so too, 
may the creative works of 
many people have been lost 
in the weekend fires. 
And human life. It too was 
snuffed out in the holocaust 
of the weekend. There Is no 
way to ever count this loss. 


COl’LD THE FIRES have 
been 
prevented’ 
Perhaps, 
perhaps not. No one can teTL 
We do know from the fire 
scars on virgin timber that 
great fires swept the forest 
areas of the west in prehis­ 
toric times. We do knowr that 
lightning causes many fires. 
We do know that wben dry 
winds hit and the conditions 
are right, fires are almost Im­ 
possible to control. 
We still wonder how many 
of the fires were caused by 
one man-made spark fanned 
by the wdnd? 
W’ould stricter fire control 
laws and stiffer penalties for 
violations have stopped any 
of them? Would better weath­ 
er forecasting (telling of the 
big wind coming) have stop­ 
ped them? 
We will never know — we 
can only guess.

WASHINGTON—If the So­ 
viet decision to test a 100- 
megaton nuclear bomb has a 
strict 
military 
meaning, 
it 
most 
probably 
means that 
there is a weak point some­ 
where in the existing Soviet 
military machine. 


The point is that bombs of 
20 to 25-megatons, such as 
the United States has long 
possessed, are more than pow­ 
erful enough to destroy any 
existing target, if delivered 
with reasonable accuracy. 


The Soviets also have bombs 
of comparable 
power. 
But 
they may feel they need a 
much larger bomb, because 
they have no confidence in 
the accuracy of their rocket 
delivery system. A near-miss 
with 25 megatons would be 
a direct hit with 100 mega­ 
tons. 


OR THE SOVIETS may con­ 
sider that they have not got 
enough 
long-range 
rockets, 
and they wish to remedy this 
deficiency with larger war­ 
heads. An allowance of three 
25-megaton rockets per essen­ 
tial target, to insure target 
destruction 
w'hile 
guarding 
against malfunction and mis­ 
guidance, could perhaps be 
reduced to an allowance of 
two rockets per ta-rget with 
the new warhead. 


There are otheT such possi­ 
bilities. There is also the pos­ 
sibility that the Soviet gen­ 
eral staff has taken note of 
the theory of nuclear deter­ 
rence which has been adopted 
by Secretary of Defense Rob­ 
ert McNamara. 


This theory calls for a de­ 
terrent which will be formid­ 
able primarily because it will 
be invulnerable, being dug in­ 
to hardened rocket-silo* too 


strong for the enemy to de­ 
stroy. McNamara’s plans were 
made on the basis of existing 
Soviet warheads. The new, 
100-megaton Soviet warheads 
will make hash of these plans. 


B IT IF THIS last and most 
probable Soviet explanation is 
the correct one, the timing of 
the Soviet decision is certain­ 
ly not militarily motivated. 
After all, McNamara’s harden­ 
ed, 
invulnerable 
deterrent 
will not even begin to be 
ready for another two years. 
There is no need nowr, or in 
the near future, for bigger 
bombs to defeat McNamara’s 
plans. 


Thus there was nothing to 
prevent putting off the 100- 
megaton nuclear test for a 
few more months—thus forc­ 
ing the U. S. to become the 
scapegoat for renewed nu­ 
clear testing. 


On these assumptions, the 
Soviets have resumed nuclear 
testing at this time with a ra­ 
tional, 
long-range 
military 
aim. but with an immediate 
political aim as wTell. The po­ 
litical aim was to inspire ter­ 
ror. And they aimed to in­ 
spire terror because Khrush­ 
chev is using terror-tactics In 
the Berlin crisis. 


No doubt Khrushchev would 
have preferred this country 
to test first, thus taking the 
blame from what & called 
w'orld opinion. But if Khrush- 
*chev could not have it both 
ways, he could at least make 
the Nehrus of this world more 
gelatinous. And that is what 
he is doing.

STOCKTON fUPI) — Dr. John j 
O. 
Kinnaman, 
84, 
of Long 
Beach, widely known archae-1 
ologist and author, died in a 
Stockton 
hospital 
yesterday, 
apparently from old age. 
Dr. Kinnaman was a mem­ 
ber of a group of 20 men 
which accidentally discovered 
the tomb of the Egyptian pha- 
roah Tutankhamen (King Tut) 
on Nov. 4, 1922. The tomb, 
about 160 miles up the Nile 
River from Cairo, was about 
3,300 years old. 


An air of mystery surround­ 
ed the discovery of the tomb 
and the lives of the 20 rpen 
i who found it. 


A 
gold plaque inside the 
tomb warned trespassers, “ He 
who disturbs my rest shall 
surely die.” 


Dr. Howard Carter of Lon­ 
don, the head of the archaeol­ 
ogical expedition, entered the 
tomb first. He was also the 
first member of the party to 
| die. 


Dr. Kinnaman was last* to 


enter the tomb, and he was the 
last man in the group to die. 


Kinnaman 
had maintained 
his 19 colleagues all died mys­ 
teriously. He said he did not 
think they had been killed. But 
one theory held that poison 
dust in the tomb caused the 
death of the men. 


Kinnaman had spent his re­ 
cent years lecturing on Bibli­ 
cal archaeology. He had been 
visiting friends in Lodi when 
he became ill.

“Education in Marin.” 


Speakers at the meeting held 
at the home of Mrs. Edmund 
Gross were Dr. Stephen E. Ep- 
ler, president of the College 
of Marin; Chester Carlisle, su­ 
perintendent of the Tamalpais 
I Union 
High 
School 
District; 
i and G. Robert McConnell, su­ 
perintendent of the Mill Valley 
Elementary School District. 


McConnell said that 90 per 
cent of Mill Valley parents ex­ 
pect their children to go on to 
college— probably because the 
town has such a high percen­ 
tage of people who have at­ 
tended or graduated from col­ 
lege— but that only about 33 
percent of the children will 
actually complete a four-year 
college course. He recommend­ 


ed that the school program be 
“broadened to offer more to 
these children. 
Carlisle dealt with the defi­ 
nition of a comprehensive high 
school as one which offers a 
wide variety of subjects to fill 
the needs of all children and 
said 
that 
the 
three 
high 
schools in the Tamalpais High 
School District are of this kind. 
As an example of diversities 
existing 
in 
the 
district 
he 
pointed out that among ninth 
grade students IQ ranges from 
64 to 145, weight from 92 to 
260 pounds, height from 4’ 9” 
to 6' 3”, and reading ability 
from that in second grade to 
above grade level. 
Seventy 
per cent 
of Tam 
District students, he said, go 
on to further education in ur.« 
versity, college or vocational 
school. 
Objectives of the junior col­ 
lege, F.pler explained, are edu­ 
cation for the university train­ 
ee, the terminal student, vo­ 
cations such as nursing and 


secretarial work and continit 
ing education for adult m em ­ 
bers of the community. 
Now’ having an enrollm ent 
of 1500 students, the college 
will go on to 4,000 in the near 
future, he predicted, and an­ 
other campus will be required. 
Not realized by many Marin 
residents, he pointed out is 
that the College of Marin en­ 
compasses 
o n l y 
Tamalpais 
High School District and the 
San Rafael High School Dis­ 
trict— not all of Marin, as it 
eventually will. 
F o l i o wing 
the 
speeches 
counseling at the three levels 
wras discussed. It was stressed 
that the importance of coun­ 
seling is to recognize the ca-> 
pabilities of each child through 
testing, observation and con­ 
sultation so that the school 
can do a better job of guiding 
him and his family. 
In Mill Valley it was noted 
that there is only one counse­ 
lor to 3.000 children. 
The elem entary level em­ 
phasis is on testing and rec­ 
ognizing ability, whereas at the 
high school level it is on vo­ 
cational and personal counsel­ 
ing. 
At the College of Marin Ep- 
ler said a new system of coun­ 
seling was tried this year, con­ 
sisting of having a full-time, 
trained counselor enroll each 
student in a half-hour confer­ 
ence before the beginning of 
classes.
